Lewls and Clark river, were before
the county court yesterday in the In-
terenin of their proposed new road.
The delegation urged the county court
to make an order providing for pay-
ment of salarles of the sawyer and
engineer of the county sawmlill out of
the general fund. and not out of the
fund set awide for district No, §, In
which the road Is to be bullt. They
representsd that they had collectad
about $800 to aselst in the work, and
that &t least 1000 would be subscribed.
In view of this finapcial sacrifice, they
thought the coumty at large should
donate the services of the sawyer and
engineer. The court discussed the
matter at some length and finally de-
clded to make an appropriation of
$200 for the purpose. The money will
be taken from the genersl road fund,
which is created from small amounts
derlved from different sources, such
nw unexpected lnxes réemnants of oth-
er funds, ele. Whether or not the
county sawmill will be removed to
the Lewis and Clark I8 a question.
Judge Gray favors using the mill on
the Lewls and Clark road, but Com-
missloner Young opposes the plan.
